Grakeman Leaps from Train and . places 

Hunters Uunder Arrest 
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Herbert Stubble, fireman on afrelght 
train of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St Paul, resident of Milwaukee, was 
ahotin the face and arm by a Chicago 
hunter, Sunday afternoon, two mites 
north of Rondout. 

Thtt train was running- up a grade, 
going slow and. bound for Milwaukee, 
Stubbe was sitting on the seat In the 
cab of the locomotive. Beside the 
track were two hunter,, one of them 
armed with a double barreled shot gun. 

As the train approached the hunter 
with the gun raUed the weapon and 
shot point blank at the fireman. One 
of the shots hit him just on the lid ef 
the right eye; another one In the left 
«ye; five struck hie right arm and a few 
in his face. . 

At the time of the shooting the head 
brakeman of the train woa also In the 
cab and as he saw the hunter raise the 
gun and fire he dodged, down and was 
tiothit \ 

The brakeman leaped from^ the train 
and ran after and captured the two 
reckless hunters and they were taken 
on the train. They gave their names 
os; Clarence J. Hartig, 827Buckinham 
^lace, Chicago. and^Fred Waters, 3757 
Brdndway, Chicago; Hartig admitted 
that he had fired the ahot, but declared 
that he did not know why he ' fired, in 
fact. said he never dreamed; that the 
ahot would reach the engine.' 

The injured man was taken to Corliss 
and Ur. Feehn, local surgeon of the 
railway compayn, was waiting acid he 
accompanied the injured fireman to the 
Milwaukee hospital. The ahot were re- 
moved from the eyes and arms and the 
physician states that he did not bt^eve 
the eyes will be permanently injured, 
as when the shot struck the force was 
about spent. 

The man' who ditf the shooting re- 
mained at the hospital for a couple of 
hours and as noone made an eftort to 
arrest or detain him, he took a train 
for home, leaving his gun and stating 
that if wanted he would copie back any 
time. 

Mr. Stubbe ia the fireman who was 
- terribly injured in a locomotive explos-' 
ion near Franksvllle several months 
ago, and was' only able to leave the 
hospital one month ago. Hard lock 
seems to follow- him.

A suit in McHenry county, Illinois, 
that Is attracting considerable interest 
in this vicinity Is the one of the State 
of Illinois vs. the Knickerbocker Ice 
company which Involves title to Crystal 
lake, the most popular and prosperous 
summer resort in McHenry county by 
reason of the use of the lake for boat- 
ing, fishing and bathing purposes. 

The ice company In question publish- 
ed notice over a year ago warning alt 
persons to keep off from the lake and 
threatened the prosecution of anyone 
who used the lake for boating or bath- 
ing purposes, and commenced to erect 
a high woven wire fence with which it 
was intended to surround the lake and 
exclude the public from its use. 

To offset this residents filled a bill in 
chancery praying for an injunction to 
restrain the ice company from fencing 
the lake and excluding the public from 
It^ use. Judge Donnelly granted a tem- 
porary injunction, which has remained 
in force up to this time. 

The Knickerbocker Ice Co., claims 
title to the lake by reason of its having 
been sold by the land commissioners 

years ago as swamp land and maintain 
that the public is now barred from 
questioning' their because of the fact 
that they have paid taxes upon it for 

years.

NEW FISH IS DISCOVERED 



Steil Head fish (9 found In l.nl<c Mich- 
gan by fishermen 

ThoUBands of Isaac Waltons in Wis 
congiii^ani^ Illinois are much wrought 
up DV(|»r the'nppeurance InLakeMichi' 
Kan of u". how' fish "the steel head 
trout-.^'- Also; ,with the new fish, has 
come a vision, of the shores'of Lake 
Michigan being dotted with salmon 
fisheries and canneries, rivaling the 
famous salmon of the Pacific coast. 
Many of the new fish have been caught 
near Kenosha 

During the last season commercial 
fishermen took upward of 25,000 pounds 
of a new fish resembfing the ocean sal- 
mon, from Lake Michigan. Most of 
the fish were found in pound nets near 
the shore. No satisfactory name could 
be applied until the United States 
bureau of fisheries determined upon the 
name of ''steel-headed trout" and vol- 
unteered the information that the new 
piscatorial prize was a near relative to 
the salmon of the Pacific coast 

The advent of the steel headed trout 
in Lake Michigan Is the result of tfae 
successive planting by the* United 
States bureau of fisheries : of fry ob- 
tained from the Pacific coast From 
1895 to 1904, 200,000 steel- headed trout 
and fingerlings were planted in the vic- 
inity of Isle -Koyale, Lake Superior. 
The fish increased in number and mi- 
grated rapidly until In 1906 they were 
often caught on Lake Michigan shores. 
Since that time the catches have in- 
creased with each season. 

The steel-head trout resembles the 
Pacific coast salmon in detail.- The 
average weight Is from 6 to 7 pounds. 
while highly valued for canning,- it Is 
superior to the ocean salmon as a fresh 
fish. The fiesh which is red, Is firm and 
fiaky and devoid of the excess fat found 
in Its salt water cousin. 

As a game fish, the steeUhead trout 
is said to have no equal. It is consid- 
ered possible that the next session of 
the legislature will be asked to protect 
the steel-head by game laws.

Two Boys Saves Live of ■« Man By Drving 
Off Mad Bull With Pitchforks 

* Hjalmar Juhlin, an employe of Mrs. 
Harry Rouse, who conducts a farm one 
mile south of Rockefeller and near 
Diamond Lake was attacted and trampl- 
ed under foot by an infuriated bull on 
Sunday about noon and owes his escape 
from death to the fact' that two boys 
went to his assistance in the nick of 
time. Juhlin sustained one% broken 
riblind injuries to his back, but Dr. 
Galloway of Libertyvllle who attended, 
him is inclined to think that he will 
survive the attack unless it is found in 
a few days that he sustained Internal 
injuries. 

Juhlin was leadint; the bull to a water 
trough, holding it by meansof a meta] 
ring in his nose. Suddenly the animal 
jerked loose and before the farm hand 
could get out of the way the angrv 
bull was upon him. Fortunately the 
animal had been dehorned as otherwise 
Juhlin would have been disembowelled. 

The force of the blow knocked Juhlin 
to the ground. Without giving him aft 
opportunity to rise the bull continued 
to butt him around and stamp on his 
prostrate body. 

Ralph and John Rouse, voung sons of 
the proprietress of the farm saw Juh- 
lln's danger and rushed to his assist- 
ance. One of them grabbed up a pitch- 
fork while the other pluckily caught 
hold of the ring In the bull's nose. He 
twisted this ring while the other stabb- 
ed the animal with the tines of the 
fork and in this manner they drove him 
away from the injured man. 

Juhlin was assisted^ into tha house 
and Dr. Galloway summoned immed- 
iately. Juhlin gives the credit for his 
escape from death to the two boys.

At the meeting, it was developed that 
the head camp has been flooding tha 
country with special workers^ to offset 
the activities of the insurgents, and to 
secure an endorsement of their plans 
to increase the "rates. It was also al- 
leged that the old line companies wet^ 
working for the over-throw of the or- 
ganization and the absorption of the 
great surplus carried by the order.. V 

This is borne out by the chaifige lii 
the by-laws secured at the last head 
camp, by which the property of the bia: 
secret society benefit association is to 
be controlled by an inner circle of head 
camp officials. By the terms of this 
new by-law, it is claimed, it will be 
possible to distribute the surplus amon^ , 
the big officials in the event a,rpw dis- 
rupts the order and dissipates-th*jBBCJ.<-r^sffl»#^ 
berahip. It was shown that the mem- '^^^^" 
bership has dropped 25 per cent since 
the fiRht started, but that the order ia 
in fine financial condition. The tenor 
ofalthe speeches was that the politic- 
ians should be driven from control, and 
the order restored to men of the Dr* 
Brunson type who have.no political ani- 
bitions and who will act for the good ot 
the organization. -*, 

The Springftpld speaker appeared to 
be a type fitted to enter the national 
counsels of the order. He had come 
Into the movement with a vast amount 
of information, at a critical time and 
turned the tide against the head camp. 
He declares that the purpose of the 
order was not to creace a surplusthat 
would tempt the cupidity of men, but 
to furnish a' brotherly compact.in which 
all would share responsibility in time. of 
trouble. ' .• 

Millions have been netted by the 
order due to lapses and these help to 
keep the rotes down- On the other- 
hand, the old-line companies reapv^t 
profits because of lapses and higher

He presented a maSs of figures, all 
tending to show that the Woodmen 
order is in fine shape, but tnat ambit- * 

ious men have attempted to wreck the 
organization and divide up the $10,- 
000,000 surplus. To ofltset this will re- 
quire great vigilance for the next six 
months and the election of men; as 
clerks and other county delegates who 
are standing with the membership and 
not with the head camp combination. 

An indication of the spirit p'f the Uth 
congressional district^ insurgents ia 
gathered from the fact that they have 
already raised about $3,500 to carry on 
the work.

MINE EXPLOSION KILLS 400 

Blast In Colliery at Cardiff Entombs 

Miners— Fire Causes Death 

of Men. 

Cardiff. Wales. Oct 16.— Four hun- 
dred Welsh coal miners are believed 
to have lost their lives from fire and 
afterdamp In the Universal colliery at 
Senghenydd Tuesflay. 

The day shift of 931 men descended 
tho shafts In the cages at five o'clock. 
An hour afterwards a deafening report 
brought the InhabltanU In the vicinity 
of tho mine running to the pit head, 
where they found the ventilating nnd 
hoisting machinery dt the top of the 
shaft hnd been blown to atoms by an 
explosion of great violence. A man 
who had been worklag sixty feet away 
hnd been decapitated by the force of 
the blast 

On the west, side, where the explo- 
sion occurred, fire soon added Its ter- 
rors nnd the rescue parties were un- 
able to make any progress.

JUNE CLIMATE IS BEST 



Most Favorable Weather for 
Poultry Keeping. 



Elevation, Drainage, Trees, Water Sup- 
ply, Soil and Other Matters That 
Are Important In Locating 
the Plant. 

By A. H. M'KEEME, 
Secretary Mtlnols Farmers* Initltute. 
Kxporlonce In practical poultry 
keeping Indicates that n cllmato which 
corrcspondB most closely to tho con- 
ditions out of doors In tho mouth of 
June Is the most favorablo for tho 
fowls. Tho season Indicated pos- 
sesses many of tho favorablo fcor 
turcs of tho ollmato of India, where 
our common domestic land fowls are 
supposed to havo originated. It pro- 
vides the most comfortable cllmato 
conditions for both tho breeding of 
fowls and growing chicks. When wo 
como to study the principles of breed- 
ing and their application" to poultry 
culture wo shall learh that a warm 
cllmato and conifortahlo conditions 
tend to prolific Incrcaso of tho flocks. 
In tho Juuo days tbo breeding 
stock range freely. They find tho 
temporaturo equable and agreeable; 
green food and animal food In favor- 
ite forms aro abundantly supplied by 
nature; tho air Is pure and balmy; 
fresh water Is furnished by streams 
or springs. Sunshine is abundant, but 
not excessive and shade Is available. 
Dry Boll is at hand for dust baths. 
There are no severe wind storms to 
prevent the flocks taking healthy ex- 
orcise. Uttlo If any artiflclal sheltor 
Is needed either by day or night. All 
conditions contrlbuto to make' llfo 
agreeable and conducive to productive 
results among tho fowls. The grow- 
ing chicks thriyu under tbo favoring 
conditions. 

Bearing In mind these congenial con- 
ditions, tho poultrynmn takes up the 
consideration of tho actual conditions 
throughout tho year, of any proposed 
location. 

Aspect nnd elevation are to be con- 
Bidcred. Tho poultry cuUurlats In the 
cold northern latitudes seek to se- 
cure the full benefit of the sun's rays 
by selecting land somewhat elevated 
and eloping to the south, southeast or 
southwest. 

Protection from the discomforts of 
sweeping winds la doslred In tho form 
of. hills, forests or other natural'ttind- 
breaks on tho north Eldo of tho'poul- 
try plant or on the sldo whence como 
tho prevailing winds of tho colder 
seasons. Avoid tho location that U 
frequently storm swept In autumn, 
winter and spring. Land fowls do not 
take kindly to wind, »Un, snow or hall 
storms. 

On tho other hand there Is some- 
times danger of too little circulation 
of air in hot weather.- Do not accept 
a location where the rays of tho sun 
beat down witlj terrlDc heat In summer 
unrelieved by currents of monilng 
air. A sultry dead atmosphere tends 
to enervate /the fowls. 

The atmospheric drainage Is some- 
thing equally important, though not 
often taken Into account. Shun the 
placo where tho mists, fogs and va- 
pors settle and rcmaitr. Tho currents 
of atmospheric moisture naturally fol- 
low dowu the slopes of tho land and 
como to rest in tho enclosed valleys 
and swamps. Everyone has noticed 
'in traveling at night on roads leading 
over the hills and into the vales that 
the cool and oiten chilly, moist, heavy 
air settles In tho low places and tends 
to stagnate there. 

When fowls have to live too much" 
in a EtuDgaut air saturated or heavily 
laden with moisture, they tend to bo- 
come mopish or debilitated, and read- 
ily succumb to roup or kindred dis- 
eases. 

Ascertain what kind of trees thrive 
on the place and to what extent it 
may bo possible to utilize them in 
ameliorating tho natural climatic con- 
ditions. They provide both sholter 
and shade, and may be used to correct 
to Bomo extent the IncIcmenclcB of 
tho weather, especially where ex- 
treme and sudden changes In tempera- 
turo are liable to occur. 

It is claimed that lakes, ponds and 
largo streams of water have favorablo 
Influence upon the temperature and 
humidity of tho atmospbcre In the 
Immediate vicinity. Climatic beneflts 
may be secured by locating near such 
bodies of water," but locations which 
are swept by damp winds coming from 
tho eea or great expanses of water 
may be undesirable. 

The grounds selected tot poultry 
keeping should have excellent natural 
drainage. Wet land is undesirable. 
Stagnant water on or In the soil Is to 
be avoided. A soil which contains 
some sand' or gravel in its composi- 
tion is preferable for the poultry- 
man's purpose. 

A sandy loam Is the Ideal soil bo- 
cauao It iB porous enough to dry oft 
quickly after a rain, Is easily cultl* 
vated and will produce good grass 
and other crops for tho fowls. Such 
a soil having the elevation and slope 
already suggested Insures ( for tho 
poultry plant) gool surface aud un- 
der drainage. ■ 

A dry soil tends to make tho work 
of caring for less dlfllcult and dls- 
agrceablo than a w&t soil. 

A day volt te undesirable because 
It does not allow tbo rain and snow 
woter to Hoak In and droln away. It 
does not readily absorb the' droppings 
of tho fowls 'bo that it many fowls 
run u.non It, Its surface, bOBldoa being 
frequontly wot of muddy, may bo- 
cbmo filthy. Tbo sills of tho build- 
lug aro liable to decay riipldly on wot 
land because of altornste wetting and 
drying If they are not espoclally pro- 



tected. Tho Interior of tho house Si 
likely to bo damp and tho fence posts 
rot In tho ground or nro often henvud 
out by tho frost. Snow sticks and 
Htnys on such ground. Heavy rains 
aro likely to result In floods nnd wash- 
out because tho water Instead of 
percolating through the soil and mov 
Ing away underground cblleeta upon 
tho Burfaco or moves off over tho 
ground, forms puddles and gulllos nnd 
makes slimy nnd slippery tho paths 
and roads. Somotlniea largo quanti- 
ties of soil are washed away to low- 
er lovola, perhaps to nolGhborlnB prera- 
tecB. A heavy clay natii^nlly too wot 
may bo greatly Improved by artlflclnl 
undordralnngo. If tho pouUryman 
finds htmaolf located on such land ho 
may, though at conslderablo expense, 
correct or modify tho chief fault of 
tho soil by tho use of drains. 

While It ia omphatlcally deslrnblo 
to get rid of tho surplus moisture. It 
must not bo forgotten that a sufllclcnt 
supply of froah pure water la abso- 
lutely necessary. Much Is gained If 
tho water Is furnished by a stream or 
spring having elevation to athply sup- 
ply tho poultry plant by gravitation. 
Especially favored Is tho location if a 
perennial stream, having its source 
higher up than tho buildings, flows 
through tho grounds bringing a sup- 
ply of fresh water and carrying awny 
tho surplus water nnd sowngo of tho 
poultry plant. 

Considerable stress Is laid upon 
thoBQ points becauBo poultry plants 
have been located by paid experts 
who left tho poultrynmn to find out 
by sad oxporlenco Ih'o vital import- 
ance of nn adcquato, unfailing and 
economical supply of fresh wator and 
effcctlvQ natural drainage. Such poul- 
try plants havo usually successlvo but 
not succeaful owners or renters.

Business Methods, Systematic Habits 

and Gufficiont Capital Will Mako 

It 8uccei&ful,

Tlio poultry plant of today, devoted 
exclusively to fowls aud tho produc- 
tion of poultry products, 1b one of tho 
beat examples of specialized tntenslvo 
agriculture. Business men, successful 
in other lines of industry, havo no- 
ticed tho continual and stoadlly In- 
creasing demand for eggs, dressed 
poultry and fancy fowls. , They havo 
noted the excellent prices paid for the 
best poultry products, havo considered 
tho question of location, buildings, live 
stock, labor, transportation and all 
oUier necessary Investments and ex- 
penses. They have thought It posalblo 
to maUo a special business of poultry 
keeping and In numerous Instancoa 
have proved tho reasonableness of 
their calculations. 

Specialization tends to conccntra* 
tlou of thought, effort and means up- 
on tho producing of one thing or a 
certain few things. Thoro resuUs 
better quality and larger quantities of 
the epeclal product and better prices 
with Increased demand for tho same. 

Tho principles which underlie suc- 
cess In any buslncsa apply In poultry 
keeping. The business man when he 
runs a poultry plant brings to It busi- 
ness methods, systematic habits of 
thinking and sufllclcnt capital, three 
factors which are most necessary to 
success In intensive poultry culture. 

Methodical vim applied to poultry 
keeping results In tho pushing of the 
business Instead of being puabed by 
It. There are reRular times for du- 
ties, the work goes on systematically, 
things are kept In order and necessary 
records nnd accounts aro attended to 
properly. 

Sjstematlc thinking Is a personal 
habit of tho proprietor or the poultry- 
man. He sets his mind on the work- 
ing out of tho problems, plane and pos- 
BiblUtlcs of the business and dor# ntft 
stop thinking until the solution is 
found and success Is an assured fact 

The main object of tho poultrymon 
or proprietor of tho special business 
poultry plant io to win flnanclal gain 
as In any other commercial undortak- 
ing. Let him flrst become so intense- 
ly practical that ho conducts bis busi- 
ness of producer on strict Uislneaa 
principles and both pro flt and pleasure 
may bo guaranteed to the right man, 
who, with brains to plan well, capital 
to Invest wisely and tenacity of pur- 
pose to compel succces, will proceed 
systematically to work out the solu- 
tion of his special problenia. Accounts 
must be kept and studied. 

Failures of special poultry plants 
have occurred. The pouUryman should 
If possible Invostlgato these casoe and 
ascertain the causes of tU success. 
The reaaon may perhaps bo found in a 
bad choice of location, lack of capital, 
careless Investment or tho Improper 
proportion of fixed and floating capi- 
tal. Mistakes are made in the placing 
of the buildings as well as In planning 
and constructing them. There may 
havo been poor bualnesB sense or lack 
of proper direction and push on tho 
part of tho proprietor. Poasibly ho 
may havo employed on "adventurer" 
for a pouUryman. 



Utility of Concrete Floors. 
Concrete floors are tho cheapest, as 
thoy never have to bo repaired or re- 
placed. Moreover, thoy can bo flush- 
ed out with a hoBo or thoroughly dla- 
Infected with oil or other subatanco* 
without Injury to the cbncreto.

On account 
of their sanitary qualities they great- 
ly IncreaBQ tho ' profltrf of poultry, 
Bheep and hog raising.

ALASKA Is a land that hitW 
to has bocn little understood. 
JcobergB. snow-capped moun* 
tains and frozen streams, 
and a son&o of shivera, con- 
BtttutG tho current opinion of this 
vnlunblo northern poaseBsIon. Somo of 
tho moat beautiful scenery in tho 
^-orld haa been ioat sight of; wooded 
Uinuda, limbered vaUeys. and luxurl* 
ant vegetation Is a pleasant sur- 
priao to the tourist Tho euu ucorcoly 
Bots on Alaska in summer, and vege- 
tation, like moat industries, works 
Dvortime with amazing results. "^Na- 
turo. not only smiles in stimmer but 
laugha aloud, writes J. H. Romlg In 
Tho Christian Herald. 

As it would not bo fair to describe 
all the whites In Alaska aa Engllah, 
neither would it bo fair to civil. all 
tho natives""Indian8, though they may 
bo cousins, or bo In custi^ms and lan- 
guage kindred. Tho fact Is. they aro 
all allko unablo to hold tho land, to 
develop Us resources and to compete 
with tho white race. They nro, for 
tho most part now but poor, dis- 
eased, underfed and underclad spec- 
tators of what Is happening In this 
northlond. Filled with awe and won- 
der at the doings of tho white raco, 
they can but look on with sorrow, as 
their fish streams aro taken, their 
gamo destroyed, and their future 
made a blantt^o thorn. 

Education of No Value. 
Besldoa tho good work of the 
thurches. tho government Is doing 
what It can to educate tho native; 
bu^that Is not much of an exchange 
for his resources. Ho cannot eat or 
keop .warm on education. Tho 
whites do not need educated natives. 
If is all wonderful, but not of yjIuo 
to him. Ono native said: "I will 
teach my children to catch flsh, fox, 
boar and birds, and when old thoy 
will kcop me; but the one taken to 
school left mo. Ho cannot work." He 
cannot hunt The white man Bays: 
'He no savvy white man work and .ho 
jUO Bavvy. native kind^ any more;*" 
There is more than ono crude native 
Jhat does not send his .child to school 
because he sees no gain by doing so 
and he does boq tho separation of the 
child from him. 

Fewer and fewer are tho chances 
for the tribes or villages and small- 
er and smaller tho opportunity to de- 
velop the resources of the land, be- 
cause no provision is being made to 
keep any for the thirty thousand na- 
tlvoB now living.' The govommont la 
long In considering Alaska's needs, 
and too long in roservlng'a few areas 
whore a people can perform somo work 
that will bring them a living; where 
they can bo an asset and not a bur< 
den. 

As an illustration take the Aleut 
tribo. Tho' Aleuts occupy tho Island 
peninsula of Alaska, and number 
about ono thousand, ^hreo hundred 
of thorn are well cared for at the seal 
Islafida; but tho balance have noth- 
ing loft but flab, a few fpx, and' the 
basket industry. These people occupy 
tho moat western portion of the coun- 
try, being In 172 degrees east longi*' 
tudo, and from thonco" eastward to 
Unimak Pass,, a distance of about 
eight hundred rallea— making loss 
than one person to a mllo. The time 
was when they wero employed to klU 
seal; also their tribe supplied the 
men that manned tho sea otter bbata 
and ktlled that moat valuable of furs. 
Thcfo fura aro practically a thing of 
tho" past, and the government has 
prohibited both the' whites and the 
natives -from killing any oi^thom. 
This is not adding greatly to their 
trouUloB, for these' fur anlmala of tho 
sea aro now Bo scarce as to be of lit- 
tle benefit to tho Aleuts any more. 
The basket industry Is now. their 
chief Bupport Their baskets, though 
the finest In any marki^t bring them 
leaa than one-fourth tho retail > price, 
and provisions^. Bell to them nt about 
three times the cost. A woman will 
Wrk two weeks to make n basket 
and then got two dollars for It pay 
B6venty-flvG centa for a pound of tea. 
twenty c^ntB for a pound of sugar, 
and BevonVconts- a pound for fiour. 
and what for clothing?- The; father 
can get a few fish to dry, gather a 
few drift sticks as thrown iip by the 
Boa; aa no timber la found on tho 
Islanda. In Vjnter ho catches a very 
few blue fp3f, perhaps four or five at 
six dollarloacb. Curlo.seokers pay 
fabulous 'priccB for an Aleut basket 



which Is, In truth, one of tho beat 
that can be had; the most artistic, 
tho finest weave, and tho most beau- 
tiful in design. One of the prettiest 
baskets I ever secured come from tho 
house of a widow at the figure of 
I2.G0; a full two weeks* work! 

Tho word "Aluet" in .'the Eskimo 
language moans "other utGa,"or people, 
and Buch they are, for tholr appear 
anco and modes of llfo. differ to such 
an extent aa to warrant their being 
called "other people." There were 
two found among them whoso birth- 
place waa believed to bo Kamchatka; 
In Asia, and it is almost certain that 
these people came from northern 
Asia. Their appearance Is more ol 
the Mongolian, and In artlatlc work 
they have much tho same skill and 
craftm&nshlp as tho Japaneae. Tho 
Aleut is superior to tho native race. 
He is cleaner of habit "Hian tho Es- 
kimo and more willing to work. Tho 
tribe's ancient dwellings, now long 
grown over with graaa, representing 
the ago of stone impliiments, when 
excavated were found to bo large 
roomy houses made of sod, built above 
tho giound, and usually of more than 
one room. \VhalebDne waa often used 
for parts of the framework. Tho 
cemetery of tho community was not 
In-a common burial ground, but In a 
room of tho house ospcclally con- 
structed for that purpose. The 
corpses were buried In a sitting pos- 
ture. Certain caves wore iised also 
aa a place to bury the dead, but owing 
to tho occurrence of skulls with frac- 
tures in them it -la presumably the 
warriors, .who died away from homo, 
who were BO buried/ A few had tho 
dlatinctlon of bolng-atuffed with moaa 
and made Into mummies and placed 
In caves. Those customs have long 
since changed, owing to the efforts of 
the Russian priests j and- now faw 
there are that can offer an explana- 
tion for the strange burial rooms, the 
cave burials and tho moss-stuffed 
mummlesi -^ 



28 KILLED IN AIRSHIP 

GERMAN ADMIRALTY BOAfjo IS 
AMONG THOSE SLAIf^ 

Threo Others Die (n Falls From Aero- 

pinnec— Baron, Only "Survivor. 

Begs to Bo Slain. 

Beriln, Oct 20,— Tho newest of tho 
Zoppolln war nlrehlpg, tho L-2. was do- 
Htroycd In midair by an explosion on 
I'Vlday. All but one of tho twenty- 
eight military men wcro killed. 

Tho twonty-elght ropreaonted' tho 
entire poraonnel of tho admlnilty 
board which w.is conducting the final 
trial of tho dirigible, looking to Its ac- 
coptanco by tho government as a now 
unit of the Gorman aerial navy, tho 
pilot and crow and Invited guests. 

Every person that went aloft In the 
big alrahip Is dead. 

Twenty-Boven wero killed almost in- 
stantly by the oxploalon of tho gaa In 
the balloonettfis.or burned to death as 
tho flaming wreck fell to tho ground 
from a height of UOO feet 

Ono man, Lieutenant Baron von 
nioul of the Queen Augusta Grenadier 
Quurda. a guoat of tho admiralty 
board, waa extricated alive from the 
twiated wreckage. His eyes wero 
burned out and ho suffered other ter- 
rible hurts. Begging his roacuera to 
kill him arid'ond his Bufforlogs, ho was 
taken to a hospital, where he died at 
night 

The official report^ of tho accident 
saya tho explosion was duo to tho Ig- 
nition of gas in or above tho forward 
gondola, but not within the body of 
tho airship. 

Tho navy was not tho only BUfforer 
of tho day through dvlaUon accidents. 
Three army officers' wero killed In 
aeroplane nights. 

Emperor William. In a telegram to 
the minister of marine, voiced public 
Bontlment concerning- tho accident by 
Baying: 

"The sorrow over what has hap- 
pened, I am convinced, will only be a 
spur to renewed exertions to develop 
BO Important an aerial weapon Into a 
trustworthy Implement of war." 

Tho newspapers reflect tho emper- 
or's belief that there should bo no re- 
laxation In tho efforts to supply -Ger- 
many with an adequate aerial fieet '■% 

Tho airship, dlsaater occurred above' 
tho. main street of the .city of Johan- 
niathal, while tho big dirigible was 
making a trial trip preliminary to Its 
acceptance as fiagshlp of the new Ger- 
man, aorlal navy. Tho shattered hulk 
of the airship, a mass of blazing can- 
vas and crumpled aluminum, dropped 
900 feet Into tho public highway.
